What a woful 
grimace the poor artist must make when obliged to indulge his ap- 
petite upon dainties which have been twenty or thirty years in the 
theatrical larder; or when, on singing a couplet upon champagne, 
he is forced to swallow whole bumpers of SeltZer water, which are 
to bring on an,intoxication as fictitious as the beversge that produces 
it. Ob! how I then pity the gourmet actor! The wretched man 
lives only on falsehoods, and the cup of life yields him but bitter- 
ness! Among those who bave.left a name inthe Drama, many did 
not easily submit to this fantastic diet. Martin, the renowned tenor 
of the Opera Comique, when he played in the Nouveau Seigneur 
du Villiage, insisted upon the management supplying a dinner of 
real flesh and blood, and, above all, a bottle. of genuine chamber- 
tin, in the memorable duet in which he tastes that truly excel- 
lent wine. Hippolyte, the actor of the Vaudeville, made a similar 
agreement:for Pierrot, or the Diamant perdu, and the conse- 
quence was that he drank two bottles of champagne a night, and 
left the Theatre drunk one hundred and fifty nights. It was the 
part he liked best, which made Desaugiers, the author of the piece, 
observe thathe would prefer playing it to having written it. A 
Witty actrees of one cf our secondary Theatres is, it is said, in the 
habit of providing delicate dishes and wines at her own expense, 
when dramatic pieces d soupers fins require her presence in table 
scenes. Sheis s person who loves but genuine nature, and I de- 
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clare that I respect her and her talents, which all Paris appreciates 
as well as her sprightliness. As for the uofortunate figurans, who 
are stationed, though in general provided with good appetites, round 
a table chimerically loaded with artificial flowers and hams, truffled 
turkeys, aod fragrant pine apples, all stuffed with straw or hay, I 
kaoow of no situation more woful, and would willingly put my name 
toa petition tending to procure the reform of so inhuman a custom. 
Besides, by substituting truth ‘for falsehood, the managers of The- 
atres would unconsciously becoma the preservers of their actresses’ 
morality, for, by offering them a raal repast, they would prevent 
their being tempted, after the play, to a good supper at Vefour’s 
or Very’s.—La Gastronomie.
